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TAXPAYERS’ LEAGUE BLASTS CLAIMS | 
OF WATER DISTRICT PROPONENTS

The Menlo Park Taxpayers’ 
League drawing into the last stages 
ot the vigorous campaign against 
the proposed County Water District 
at Menlo Park, is making every 
effort to see and interview the vot- 
ere in the City and contradict the 
statements issued by the propon- 
ents. Inasmuch as the proponents 
ere advancing three reasons for the 
organization of the water district 
the League has carefully investi- 
gated the statements made and has 
secured much information whici 
counteracts their claims. 

Because it has been so definitely 
stated to the public that revenue 
bonds will be employed to finance 
the district, an investigation has 
been made to determine whether or 
not such bonds can be used. An 
inquiry directed to the Secretary of 
State at Sacramento produced the 
information that this so-called 
Revenue Bond Act cannot go into 
effect because it is now held up by 
a sufficient petition which forces it 
onte the ballot at the next Gen- 
eral State election to be held in 
Nevember, 1938. Under the Initia- 
tive and Referendum Law, the Act 
is supended until the people have 
indicated whether or not they ap- 
prove. If their approval is not forth 
coming, the Act ts suspended and 
cannot be used. In the meantime, 2 
district incorporated under the 
County Water District Act has no 
alternative but to finance itself with 
general obligation bonds which 
would be a lien against all taxable 
property within the district. 

The proponents imply that the 
publicly owned water systems in 
San Bruno, Belmont, Redwood City 
and Palo Alto are financed by reve- 
nue bonds. This the League has 
found is not so because there are 
no publicly owned districts in Cali- 
fornia which are so financed. Some 
of these towns have high tax rates 
to pay the principal and interest on 
gZeneral obligations bonds outstand- 
ing. 

The League has also found that 
the statement that the utility now 
serving Menlo Park made a profit 
of $53,000 on its water system here 
is incorrect and misleading because 
this alleged profit is not made from 
service to consumers in Menlo Park 
alone but from service to all the 
consumers in the entire Bear 
Gulch territory including Atherton 
Woodside and = surrounding terri- 
tory. This utility is now givings its 
consumers benefit from any profit 
it may have made by providing new 
facilities to serve these consumers 
with City of San Francisco water 
at mo increase in rates and they 
are now receiving the same water 
which is being promised by the 
proponents of the proposed water 
district. ‘ 

The statement that water can be 
served by the district at a lower 
rate the League finds is incorrect 
and cannot be supported by any 
substanitial facts determined 
through a careful engineeering 
study. Other utilities purchasing 
water from the City of San Fran- 
cisco are unable to give their con- 
sumers the benefit of, a low rate, 
and it stands to reason that in 
such a small district as the one 
proposed here, with such a low con- 
sumption of water, the cost of that 
water would be so high that a re- 
duction in rates would be absolute- 
impossible.

THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 
OF THE COUNTY OF SAN MA- 
TEO CALLING AN ELECTION 
UPON THE PROPOSITION OF 
INCORPORATION OF THE 
MENLO PARK COUNTY 
WATER DISTRICT. 


RESOLVED, that pursuant to a 
resolution of this Board of Super- 
visors fixing the boundaries of the 
proposed Menlo Park County Water 
District, regularly passed and adopt- 
ed on the 23rd day of June, 1937, 
this Board of Supervisors does here- 
by call an election and submit 19 
the electors of the proposed Menlo 
Park County Water District, with- 
in the boundaries as determined by 
this Board of Supervisors on the 
said 23rd day of June, 1937, the 
question whether the said proposed 
Menlo Park County Water District 
shall be organized; 

Said election shall be held as 
specified in the form of Notice of 
Election hereinafter in this resolu- 
tion contained, which is hereby re- 
ferred to and incorporated herein 
for all particulars thereof; 

That such election shall be called 
for, and the same shall be held on, 
the day and at the place specified 
in the said Notice of Election; that 
the polls shall be open during the 
period and between the hours speci- 
fied in said form of Notice; 

That the territory within the ex- 
terior boundaries of the City of 
Menlo Park, County of San Mateo, 
State of California, shall be, and 
the same is hereby, consolidated 
into one election precinct, as de- 
scribed in said form of Notice; 

That the persons named in said 
form of Notice as inspector, judge 
and two (2) clerks, respectively, be 
competent persons and qualified 
electors of the said Menlo Park 
County Water District, and are 
hereby appointed as inspector, 
judge and two (2) clerks, respect- 
ively, to conduct said election; 

That said election shall be held 
as prescribed by law, and said elect- 
ion officers shall make return there- 
of pursuant to law; 

That the said election shall be so 
called by posting notices thereof 
signed by a majority of this Board: 
one at the Central School, one at 
the City Hall, and one at the Fire 
Station, three public places in said 
Menlo Park County Water District, 
for mot less than ten (10) days 


prior to the date of said election, 
and by publication of this resolution

In New Tax Rate 


Because of a $190,000 increase ir 
the assessed valuation of the City 


of Atherton, a one cent reduction 


in the tax rate is in prospect as 
the city council ponders the 1937- 
38 budget. 

An ordinance fixing the amount 
necessary to be raised by taxation 
for ordinary expenditures of gov- 
ernment and to meet obligations of 
the city’s bonded indebtedness was 
introducted before the council this 
week. Ordinary expenditures were 
budgeted at $22,06442 and _ the 
amount fixed for payment on bond- 
ed indebtedness was set at $1,438.98 
in the ordinance. 

City officials concluded that this 
year's tax rate will be based upon 
the .46 rate in effect for 1936-37, 
with a reduction of one cent an- 
ticipated in the bonded indebted- 
ness rate of four cents. 

Ttherton’s taxable property is 
assessed at $4,987,030, of which 
$4,760,410 represents real property 
and improvements and taxable per- 
sonal property. The remainder 
$226,620, is operating property of 
public utilities. 

The council will meet again to 
conside rthe tax rate and budget 
Wednesday.
